IS Royal Highneſs, after his 
Return from the Coaſt of 
& Holland, where he had lain 
before the ' Texell, 'taken 

their Me:tchants Ships, and 
uſed all poſstble means to provoke the 
Dutch to a Battle, having certain Intelli- 
oence, not only that the Datch Fleet had 
taken che Sea, but that they publiquely 
declared their intentions of ſeeking our 
the Engliſh Fleet , and farther, that the 
Good Hope with their Convoys from Ham- 
burgh had unfortunately fallen into 
their hands, judging that all theſe Cir- 
cumſtances might tend to the dilreputa- 
tion of His Majeſtics Aﬀairs, became 
very impatient of all delays ; and though 
many of the Proviſions neceſlary for the 


Fleet were not yet on board, His Ryal 


Highneſs reſolved to carry the Fleet from 
the Gunfleet near Harwich to Sowld Bay,

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There was a greatdeſireia the Alberto 
have engaged theDutch this: day, which 
had twelue y2ars fince been ſofortunate:to 
the Engliſh againſt the ſame Enemy, what 
otherrcaſon, beſidesthe ill fortune ofthac 
day, the Dutch could have to decline the 


fighting us, then when they might bave 


had the wind of us, we-can neither can- 
jecure, nor learn from any ofthe Prifa- 
ners ſince taken. T his Evening one of the 
Encmies Sternmoſt Ships was fired, ſome 
of our men perſwaded themſelves it was 
one of their Admirals, but we ſince under- 


ſtand by Priſoners it was one of their 


Fireſhips, which took fire before hertime 


'by the drunkenneſs of her Commander : 


Whatever it was, our men believedtche 
beſt, and as it was no ſmall joy to ſee an 
Enemies Ship fo caſily deſtroyed ; fo 
they took it for a good Omen of a future 
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This night we keptſight of the Enemy 
all 
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all night; and'the wind veering to the 
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South-weſt, between 10 and three of the 
clock in che morning, Tune 3. welay to 
wedeher df the Dilech Flier , which they 
perceiving, tacked -and tgod with us, bur 
could not weather us; Being as we ſuppoſe 
about fourteen leagues from Leftoffe,Sourh- 
eaſt ſoutherly. Athalf an hour paſt three: 
in the morning the Batcle began : Prince 
Ruperts Squadron liaving the Pan, and of 
that Squadron Yice- Admiral Mimgs, His 
Royal Highneſſe's Squadron was in the.

But this miitake 
was underſtood a littic while after, by a Mef- 
ſake from-Sir fohn Lawfon, who privacely ſent 
to give his Royal Highneſs an accompr bat he was 
but, and for that time uncapable of ſervice, 
(though, thanks be to God; without danger of life ) 
ſo that we perceived the Woiking his Ship, 
which led us into'that Errour, was through the 
want of th.ir- C:mmand:r, the Maſter bcing alto 
hurts His Royal Highneſs theretore' ordered 
Captain fordon to go on board vhe Foya! Oak ; 
after which: She did excellent good lervice. 
This Error -being nov perceived, and about 
the-lame time Opdams Ship (which was known 
by a Pendant under his Flagg) coming up to lie 
notoneuits in their 'Lme to his Royal Highs

neſs Ship in Durs ; His Royal Highneſs was pleas 
ſed to give command to bear up to him , ſay- 
ing, He would himſelf have « Bout with Opdam, 
(tor (6 he termed it.) In which being obey'd, 
and the whole Fleet taking example by the 
working of his Royal Highneſs Ship , we begar; 
roply our Guns at lo near a diſtance, that the 
Enemy began to ſhrink apace, though nor abs 
ſolucely co run. Whilſt chings were in this 
condition, it pleaſedGod (who had through 
the whole Condu& of this great Butineſs won. 
derfully favoured us) by an extraordinary O- 
peration of his Almighty hand to facilicate our 
Work; andto ſhorten the danger to which his 
Royal Highneſs had reſolved to expole his own 
Perſon , by the blowing up of Opdams Ship , 
whichas it was a grea: joy ro the Engliſh, lo it 
could not bur infinitely vitcourage the Enemy, 
who did nor ſtand long ater,but (we bearing in 
upon them, preſen:ly fled, we fo;lowing them, 
and raking and burning their Ships until night; 
when nor being ablero doany more lervice up- . 
onthem , we oncly endeavoured to keep (ov 
much ſight 0f them,as ro be up withthem in the 
morning, when we again followed the purſuis 
(taking divers of their Ships) unto the very 
mouth of the Texe!, where their Ships gerting

into Shoal water , and being perfe&ly acquain- 
ted with the place, we durſt, not adventure ſo 
near the ſhore with our Ships, which werenotin 
condition to bear much Sa1l, if there ſhould have 
becn need for bringing them oft. again. We ſtaid 
in ſight of the Texelcill we ſaw<cheir Ships go in 
which they did not neglect to do the firlt Tide. 

In the beginning of the Battle ,, two of our 
Ships, notbcing able, to weather the Furmy, fell 
into their Fleer, the Owe ( which was the Cha. 
rity,a Ship taken from the Putchin the lait War) 
racked, hoping thereby to help her ſelf, bug was 
taken; the Other a, Merchant Ship in the Kings 
Satvice, cilicd the 7obz. and Abioal. Captain 
Tofeph Saunders , Commander , finding himtelf a- 
mongl(t chem , 1clolved co ſtand the fame way 
with our own Fleet, and to receivethe Fnemies 
Broadlides, which he had ſo near, as with them 
to receive their Threats-alſo, and was honored 
with a Broadſide from 0, dams own Ship, and a 
Yice-Admiral, berwixt which he lay: bur the 
Enemy was too much innalteto attend one ſins 
gle Ship; lo that with a conhderable lofſe of 
Men, and the battering of his Ship, Maſts, Riz- 
ging, and Suils, he came lafe to his Majcſties 
Fleet. Daringche Battle; there came in to us 
three of his Majeſties Ships returned from the

Having told you of a Ship of. his |Majeitics 
loſt; 1t 1 ſhould give over here , you might 
think we had loſt by the Victory ; and there. 
fore. it 1s neceflary to. give you .lome account 

| ot 
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of the Enemies Loſs, and Onur Gai which ne- 
vertheleſs, in the preſcnt uncertainty ;. you muſt 
give me leave to doas Accomptants ule, with a 
reſerve oft ( errors excepted ) .endeavouring 'not- 
withſtanding ſo far as maybe,co tellyou nothing 
for certain which is not ſo. Firſt, Then you 
muſt know,that beſides Opdams Ship (which we 
ſaw blown up , and belides, have since ſpoken 
with ſorne of the Men which were ſaved There 
was taken , and afterwards fired (that ſo ſhe 
might not clog us in the purſuit) the Orange 
Tree, aShip of 76. Guns. There were after- 
wards four of their Ships, inthe purſuir, fett 
foul the one of the other, and were by one of 
his Majeſties Fire Ships [ern fire; one of them 
was the Ship Couverden, in which was Tromps 
Vice Admiral , Gillis Tyſſe Campen, carrying 60. 
Gmwns , The Prince Mawice , Cip. de Clerk , cars 
rying 50. Guns; The Stodg Utrecht ,_ Cap. Ou- 
dart, 44 Guns, And a fourth, which was, I 
think ,. called the Stedan, carrying about 40. 
Guns : Aﬀter theſe were all on fire, and our 
Ships paſſed by , one of them burning co her 
Powder, blew-up, and with the blaſt, blew a- 
way all the Rigging , Maſts, >. of one of them 
of about 40. Guns, which was on fire, and fo 
enabled fome of the Dutch, who remaincd there 
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ro quench he fire, and fave the Ship, a leatt to 
prelerve their own hves till ſome of their Ships 
paſled that way ; but whether they towed Her 
into Harbour; or not, we know not : An acci» 
dent very extraordinary, and which it was not 
reaſonable to expect or provide again(t. This was 
obterved by ſome of the Boats and Ketches 
which were ſent to lave rhe lives of the poor 
men, who were left ro che rwo unmercitul Ele- 
ments. A litcle after this, were likewile burned 
by another Fire.-ſhip, three Ships which were 
taln foul one of another, the one called Maſſes 
rven, Tacob Rowſe Commander, of 78 Guns, the Tera 
goes, of 34 Guns, and (ap. (uypersShip,of zo Guns.
